BASEMENT 
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AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Although the Constitution of the United 
States has been amended many times there is 
still a certain amount of confusion—particu- 
larly among those who are defending a fac- 
tional point of view—as to how the machinery 
works. When the great document was written 
it was set forth with considerable clarity in 
Article V that whenever the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states, or constitutional 
conventions in three fourths of the states, shall 
have ratified a proposed amendment, such 
proposal thereupon became a part of the Con- 
stitution. 

No written consideration was given to the 
negative one-fourth, But, despite this ‘over- 
sight” on the part of the men who wrote the 
document, there is no absence of opinion today 
in support of the view that should 13 states, or 
one more than one-fourth of the 48, reject a 
proposed amendment before ratification by the 
required three-fourths, or 36 states, it would 
thereupon become null and void, regardless of 
subsequent favorable action by the majority. 

This, of course, brings up the question as 
to whether a state legislature may, within the 
provisions of the Constitution, reverse its pre- 
vious adverse action and vote favorably. In 
1926, for example, the Kentucky legislature re- 
jected the child labor amendment passed by the 
required two-thirds yote of both houses of con- 
gress in 1924. But, in 1937, the legislature of 
the same state ratified it. Did this favorable, 
though belated, vote contribute anything f{o- 
ward ratification after 13 states had rejected 
the amendment or did the proposed amend- 
ment die at the time it was rejected by the 
thirteenth state? 

How, the negative one-fourthers contend, 
could the proposed amendment ever be rati- 
fied by three-fourths of the states, when or if 
it had already been rejected by more than one- 
fourth? Would not the rejection by over one- 
fourth amount to the same thing as a failure 
of three-fourths to ratify? 

These are finely drawn questions. They are 
based on sound reasoning. The answers should, 
on the face of things, be in the affirmative. 
But, while the writers of the Constitution evi- 
dently intended making it exceedingly difficult 
to change the fundamental law of democracy, 
they also intended not to make it too easy fora 
minority to defeat propored changes. 

To carry out this now recognized intent, a 
time iimit generally has been set—usually seven 
years—for ratifying proposed amendments. If 
the change was not ratified within the time 
limit, no matter how urgently it seemed to be 
needed or how violently it had been advocated 
during the heat of political debate, it was pre- 
sumed that the people, after quiet and more 
sober consideration than was possible under the 
hustle and bustle of an election campaign, had 
decided against it. A quick negative vote of 13 
state legislatures could not be construed, by 
any stretching of the imagination, as complying 
with the principles of a sober and careful 
weighing of the problem. 

It is scarcely to be doubted this was the view 
of those who wrote Article V. The provisions 
are so specific, had they thought otherwise it 
is reasonable to presume they would have made 
it possible for the negative minority vote to 
prevail. 

In the early days, as now, there were those 
who contended it took too long to amend the 
Constitution. There were those who contended 
for the quick minority defeat of proposed 
amendments. It was these extreme points of 
view, these divergent forces coming down 
through the ages, not infrequently backed by 
the force of arms, which gave birth to the Con- 
stitution of the United States.

STRACHEY PUBLICIZED 

As has now become customary in the case 
of pinkish authors, John Strachey came, saw 
Ellis Island and was told to go home. He got 
a lot of publicity just at the time his latest 
literary outpouring came from the presses. The 
moral seems to be, don’t hire an advertising 
agency when the Immigration Service will do 
it free. 

His newest, and perhaps shallowest, contri- 
bution to the total of world economic and po- 
litical thought, is entitled “Hope in America,” 
released Friday by the Modern Age publishers. 
From the lofty heights of his pinnacle in the 
British Isles, Strachey has looked across the 
seas to diagnose the malaise which has been 
afflicting the American economic system. The 
American worker, he says in effect, does not 
make enough money to buy the goods which 
industry produces. This strikingly original 
thesis is built on a foundation of sarcasm con- 
structed by the selection of a paragraph from 
a Brookings Institution. study, lifted bodily 
from the surrounding text. The paragraph 
states: “The trouble is clearly not lack of de- 
Sire but lack of purchasing power.” 

The reader winds up in Russia, as is usually 
the case. Here we find Strachey maintaining 
bravely, for all the world like an ostrich with 
his head in the sand, that in its main essen- 
tials the Soviet Union is a socialist society. He 
does this in all seriousness, explaining that 
everything derogatory written about this noble 
experiment has been directed by those who 
“own the means of production in the rest of 
the world.” Nobody in Russia, Strachey says, 
need be without a job, ever. He is quite correct 
—if one considers concentration camps and 
busy firing squads or plain starvation the 
means for eliminating unemployment. The Rus- 
Sian workers, he explains further, labor seven 
hours a day; they have holidays with pay; they 
have a complete system of non-contributory 
social insurance and their rate of wages has 
slowly risen. These things, he says, are worth 
while. Which is quite true. But what are they 
worth without freedom? Stalin is no less a 
totalitarian dictator than Hitler or Mussolini. 
His label merely is different. Strachey does not, 
Significantly, mention Stalin. Why? 

Strachey’s reasoning can be more clearly 
seen in these lines discussing the purge trials: 
“It was a profound tragedy that the men who 
stood in the dock at the Soviet trials had 
engaged in a conspiracy to overthrow the 
Soviet government... It is a historical tragedy 
of the first magnitude that these men, who had 
played prominent parts in the Russian revolu- 
tion, should have done these things.” Perhaps 
these men considered the betrayal of their 
ideals sufficient reason for their actions. 
Strachey does not consider this possibility. 

The Roosevelt program, he declares from his 
Olympian heights, will not work because it 
leaves in the hands of the “capitalists” the 
means of production. Nothing will work until 
the means of production have been placed in 
the hands of the workers. Then will come a 
form of Utopia. But though one reads on and 
on through the familiar stuff, never is suggest- 
ed the modus operandi for this ideal form of 
civilization in which there will be no war. no 
depressions, no lack of the luxuries of life and 
no unhappiness. 


AS COUNCILMEN WILL 

John Harvard, mentor through the years to 
thousands of young, Americans, is having 
trouble with his helpmeet, the city of Cam- 
bridge, Mass. The city council has said em- 
phatically it has had enough of.the 300-year- 
old relationship. A divorce is sought. 

The trouble apparently rests in the busi- 
ness manager form of government, which 
form the councilmen declare the university 
wants to impose upon the city so that it may 
be used as a “guinea pig” for the public admin- 
istration school of the university. The council- 
men, as all councilmen will, oppose this form 
of government and would retain their control 
over the functions of the city. Therefore John 
Harvard is in disrepute with the city fathers 
and they seek, for the city, the right to enjoy 
again “the tranquillity to which it is rightfully 
entitled.” 

The main argument of the council rests in 
the fact that Harvard is tax-exempt and “rich 
and self-sustaining.” It pays, they say, nothing 
for city services and increasingly is encourag- 
ing student and faculty trading with university 
organizations rather than private dealers. 

Nevertheless, the city of Cambridge benefits 
heavily from the university, despite any losses 
of trade by private dealers. The attack, after 
300 years of close relationship, is instigated by 
opposition to a city manager form of govern- 
ment on the part of councilmen. Whether or 
not Harvard is supporting this form of trustee- 
ship for the taxpayer, its benefits to the city 
would be obvious, since it is in a population 
classification in which the manager form has 
proved efficient .and economical. In addition, 
the school of public administration which comes 
under attack is an institution that has been 
long-needed in this country, and has been 
placed under excellent sponsorship. The tax- 
payers of Cambridge might well find it ad- 
vantageous to be used as a “guinea pig” by the 
school. The councilmen, however, would find 
their prerogatives sharply circumscribed. Hence 
the demand for the divorce.

SHREWD DECISION All this has happened because Levi Sal- 


tonstall and his brother-adviser, Richard, 
had the sense to profit by a sharp lesson. Both are excellent rep- 
resentatives of the Brahminate—the local name for persons lucky 
enough to go on being rich and well educated for several genera- 
tions. As Brahmins, they inherited a good tradition from their pred- 
ecessors, for Massachusetts’ extremely progressive record has been 
made chiefly by Brahmins in political alliance with men like Louis 
Dembitz Brandeis and Felix Frankfurter. But, like other Brahmins 
of their generation, the Saltonstalls briefly forgot that tradition. 

In his years in the Massachusetts legislature, Lev Saltonstall had 
not been exactly the servant of big business, but on matters of pol- 
icy he had consulted members of the Boston law firms who do serve 
big business. He was widely regarded as an uncompromising con- 
servative. As an uncompromising conservative, he ran for leu- 
tenant governor in 1936, and, in spite of a good record and consid- 
erable popularity, he was badly beaten by a no-account opponent. 

That, and the simultaneous victory of young Senator Henry Ca- 
bot Lodge, whom no one could call uncompromising, constituted 
the lesson by which Lev and Dick Saltonstall profited. During their 
pre-primary campaign, they examined their situation, decided that 
without new method the nomination would be easy but the elec- 
tion impossible, and promptly joined forces with Cabot Lodge. 


UNCLE TOM’S CAMPAIGN Lodge, for all his name, is prob- 


ably the most completely prac- 
tical Republican politician in the country. If any exception should 
be made, it must be for Lodge’s official secretary and personal nes- 
tor, Uncle Tom White, who served Calvin Coolidge as a political 
expert and returned from retirement to serve Lodge in the same 
capacity. Uncle Tom, a genial and profane individual who prefers 
to work behind the scenes, received his most accurate tribute from 
an admirer who exclaimed, “Why, he can think of thousands of 
things, nice things, clean things, beautiful things that get you @very- 
thing and cost you nothing.” 

Uncle Tom became the Saltonstall idea man. Sometime before, 
he had quietly managed the capture of the mayoralty of Newton, 
stronghold of the leading Republican extremist, Sinclair Weeks, for 
his own extremely just-folksy candidate, Edward Childs. His first 
step was to make Childs take the silk-stocking curse off Salton- 
stall, in a speech proclaiming that “whatever his name may be, 
Lev Saltonstall not only has a South Boston face; he also has a 
South Boston heart.” 

Then Lodge, the Saltonstalls and Uncle Tom stage-managed a 
remarkable Republican convention, at which, amid scenes of strange 
enthusiasm, the Townsendite candidate for governor promised his 
support on the public platform, while Lodge made a speech scarce- 
ly mentioning the New Deal or Curley, but giving Saltonstall credit 
for all the social legislation in sight. After that, it has been Uncle 
Tom’s kind of campaign, brutally practical, replete with appeals to 
special interest groups and, above all, calculated to convince the 
voters simply that they’ll be happier with Saltonstall in the gov- 
ernor’s chair. If Saltonstall wins, he and his backers have plans to 
reconvert to Republicanism scores of thousands of different sorts of 
people now seemingly lost to the party forever. In fact, by com- 
promising when necessary, they hope to make their party a regu- 
lar election-winner. 

This state may be on the eastern seaboard, and out of the main 
political current of the country. But, in view of what the new men 
are doing here, every Republican should remember the example 
of Calvin Coolidge, and “have faith in Massachusetts.”

ONE WORD MORE

A DISTURBING ITEM There was printed in this space not so 
long ago a statement by Mr. Charles 


S. Reid, made during his announcement of retirement from the po- 
sition of state Democratic chairman for Georgia. 

The substance of it was that he had found during his two years 
of service, which service he undertook without any previous po- 
litical experience, that the average so-called politician was as high- 
minded and as honest as the average businessman or citizen. 

I think that is true. 

Last Saturday there came to the desk a couple of items which 
disturbed me because they indicate an unfortunate state -of mind 
which does not merit support. 

One was Mr. Eugene Talmadge’s well-edited weekly, “The 

Statesman.” I read it every week. I admire much about Mr. Tal- 
inadge, but can agree with but few of the things he advocates, I 
feel rather sure his lead article was written with too much haste 
and too little thought. In discussing the vote on December 10, when 
the proposition of cotton or quota allotments on cotton will be de- 
cided by the farmers, he wrote, in part: 
_ “Of course, the election will be held by the men who are hold- 
ing the jobs with the Triple A. In other words, the men who are 
being paid by the Triple A will hold the election and say who is 
qualified to vote and, who will count the votes. 

“I understand that they send the ballots over to Athens and 
don’t declare the results until they get them all there together.” 

Feeling as he does, that he was robbed of nomination in the 
recent primary, Mr. Talmadge no doubt views all elections with a 
jaundiced eye. It is unfortunate, however, that a man of his influ- 
ence should so ruthlessly indict any and all elections and the men 
holding them. It is an attack on the democratic way, and a ballot 
which now and then is corrupted is to be preferred to no ballot at 
all. It always is possible to eliminate the corrupt spots. Mr. Tal- 
madge expects to go before the people again. He now is the fa- 
vorite candidate in the gubernatorial primary of 1940, It is no time 
to indict a ballot or by inference to question the character of: men 
who will conduct the allotment election. They hold a job and, I 
am sure, will do the job honestly. This is no time to build up a 
suspicion against the manner in which a democracy decides its 
questions. 

His “legions” do not need to be fed with that propaganda. 


A CARD ON THE BOND ISSUE The second item was a card 


concerning the bond issue 
which Fulton county will ballot upon early in November. 
Ordinarily a newspaper does not at all concern itself with 
anonymous notes. This one, 1 want to discuss, because it, too, indi- 
cates an unfortunate and unworthy state of mind. 
The anonymous writer says, of the proposed bonds: 


“Vote them that money. Not me. It would be like throwing a 
piece of beef into a lion’s cage. The politicians would pounce on 
it all at once and would not care anything about the sick or the 
schools,” 

Now, that attitude is entirely without foundation. It would be 
ridiculous were it not a concept held by many unthinking people. 

Fulton county enjoys good government. It is a -handicapped 
government because it has a people unable to pay the taxes nec- 
essary to establish and maintain all the desired services. 


The board of commissioners is composed of honest men who 
themselves are good citizens and sincerely desirous of serving to 
the best of their ability. 

No one questions the honesty of the mayor and with some few 
exceptions the board of aldermen and council enjoy the confidence 
of the citizens. 

The money, if voted, will not be spent unless the federal funds 
are obtained. There will be close federal supervision. 

It is safe to say no politician will obtain any share of thig 
money by theft. 

There will be no political steal of this money. 

The attitude there will be such a steal is a selfish attitude and 
the person who employs it does so merely to cloak a selfish reason 
for opposing it. 


IT IS AN OLD. OLD STORY Those who work for the Com- 


munity Chest or for any hu- 
manitarian campaign, know that attitude. It is the one which says 
it will not contribute to the Community Chest because it does not 
believe in that sort of charity. Or believes in personal charity. Or 
it believes too much is spent on organization. 

The workers know that and can smile wryly at it. They know 
it is a selfish and false attitude to cloak a refusal to contribute. 
The Community Chest is not an experiment. It has been proved 
by test as the most satisfactory method of meeting the problem of 
the needy. 

Every bond issue the city has had, has meant progress. Better 
hospitals, better schools, better parks and all the other improve- 
ments will mean a better city. 

Mothers whose children go to fire-trap schools ought to support 
this bond election. Those who know of the hundreds of adults 
and children who suffer from tuberculosis and cannot enter a 
crowded hospital, will support the proposal. Those who know chil- 
dren need play room will support it.

When a Lunatic Sets 


Your House Atfire

To prevent misunderstanding, let us begin by stating the obvious 
and undebatable fact that the people of America hate war and will 
do anything within reason to avoid it. We’ll have no argument about 
that. 

With that point conceded and agreed upon, we should be able 
to consider the dangers of our present situation without arousing 
the wrath and suspicion that close the mind to reason. 

We desire peace. But, unfortunately, the business of maintain- 
ing peace requires something more than hatred of war. If two are 
needed to make a quarrel, only one is needed to make an attack. 

We prefer living in an orderly neighborhood, yet we must employ 
police because some people are disorderly. We would prefer living 
in an honest neighborhcod, where goods may be left exposed and 
doors left unlocked, as they are in some country villages, but pru- 
dence prompts us to use locks because some people are thieves. 

Police and padlocks are forms of insurance. To dispense with 
them because we hate thieving would be silly. 

In a world which has lost respect for treaties and truth and re- 
turned to the primitive rule that might is right, there is no insur- 
ance of peace except armament. Those who possess anything worth 
stealing can insure its safety only by standing over it with a gun. 

This is not an exaggeration, but a simple statement of fact. Three 
powerful nations, armed for instant attack, have banded together 
to steal what they desire. By intrigue and threat and murder, they 
are ruthlessly and rapidly gaining the power to dominate the earth. 

A few days ago we were shocked and shamed by the discovery 
that other nations dare not stand against them. Why? Because they 
have planes enough to dominate the air. 

Haldane’s new book, recording his observations in Spain, makes 
it clear that planes alone give protection against planes. A nation 
without sufficient planes is a mere target for bombers. And experi- 
ence in Spain shows that modern bombs are 10,000 per cent more 
destructive than World War bombs. A one-ton gas bomb poisons 
the air to a height of twelve feet over an area of one-half mile. 

Other nations have thousands of fighting planes. Germany alone 
is building 250 a month. We shall have 1,800 some time next year. 

The training of modern pilots takes years—six years for the cap- 
tain of a bomber. There is no time to train new ones when war 
comes, and to send untrained men against veterans is murder. 

Americans believe in insurance. We carry more than any other 
people. If we can spend billions for other security, why not spend 


a few for insurance against bombs?
